In fall 1981,. a study was conducted, of <the 386 Los 
Angeles City College ^LACC) students who transferred to the 
California State University at Los Angeles (CSULA)' in faxl 1977. 'The

Information on units attempted and completed, grade point average 
(GPftf , declared ma jor, and division' in which enrolled was obtained 
from CSULA quarterly reports to LACC, while graduation statistics 
were determined using CSULA commencement programs for 1978 through 
1981. Selected findings include the following: (1) tnree years after 
transferring, 2H% of the students were still in/attendance at CSULA; 
(2) by spring 1980, 17X of the students had received a bachelor's* 
degree and by spring 1981, 25* had earned the degree; (3) bachelor? s 
degrees were awarded for 31 different majors in five schools; the 
most frequently awarded tfere degrees in .business; (4) 52* of the 
aegrees were awarSfed'to fWales, who constituted 48* of tne study 
group; and (5") while studfR$s in the School of. Business and icondmics 
had Average GPA*s significantly below those in other^schoois in the 
two years, the -gap closed somewhat during the third The 
report details methodology and findings and includes eix^nsive 
data tables/ Selected findings from th-e two-year persistence study 
are included 'for comparison.

Information recorded tor each student for 
each quarter included units attempted, units completed, grade points, , 
deoiarkd' major, school in which enrolled. Information concerning students

DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSIONS 

This study ■ investigates persistence at CSULA of LACC students who 
transferred to that institution in Fall 191V. Methods of the study included' 
identifying Fall 1977 transfers in the batches of grade reports* sent each 
quarter to LACC by CSULA (grade reports for all students from LACC iik attendance 
for the particular quarter identifying those who # obtained* a Bachelor f s 
degree by comparing the names wi\i those in the 1978, 1979, 1980 and 1981 
CSULA Commencement programs. Both of these techniques allow for errors ' # 
in one direction only (i.e. some names could be missed but none added) 
and thus figures reported as persistence and/or graduation rates are ^ssibly 
lower than th„e true ones. Unfortunately, more sophisticated methods of 
identifying persisters and graduates were not available for this effort. 
Nonetheless, the effort produced some useful information not obtained , previously 
Highlights of these findings are presented in the following observations. 
(1) 3^6 students transferred from LA%C* to CSULA in, Fall 19*77. Tnree 
year's later (Spring 1980) 90 ,(24%) of these, students were still 
in attendance. Percents registering for each of the eight quarters 
<after Fall 1977) were 68* (W78),.60% (S76) , 54% (F78X , 4^% (W79) , 
41% (S78), 31% (F79) , 27% (W80) , and 24% (S80) . Almost a third 
of the students dropped between the first and second quarter, a. 
rate almost double that for any other two successive quarters. 
(?) By Spring 1979, (2 years after transfer) 14 students (4% of the 
, original 386) had received the Bachelor's degree. By Spring 1980, 
/ the 'number had risen to 6"4 (17%) f and by Spring 1981 to 96 (25%). 

(3) Bachelors 4egrees were awarded for 31 different majors in five 
schools. Most frequently awarded were degrees in Business, 
followed by Psychology, Child Development, Liberal Studies, and 
Criminal Justice. 52% <fcf the degrees were awarded to females, who 
constituted $8%- of the original 386 transfers. 4 
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(4) " Quarter Grad§ Point Averages rose 'from 2, 30* in Fall 1977 to - 

2.61 in Fall 1978, 'they remained, within .07 of that figure, 
for the remaining five quarter$. ^ 

(5) Students- with majors in the School of Business and Economics 
^ had average CPA's significantly below those in other schools, 

for the first two years, with the gap closing somewhat during 

the third year. 9 ~ 

Previous studies have presented evidence, that. a very small fraction of the 

students' who enter LACC fits the stereotype of the "typical" community 

college student, i.e., one who enters, stays two years, obtains an AA degree 

then either transfers or goes to work in the vocational area in which he , 

or she trained. . This fact has recently been documented statewide in the ■

Sheldon/Hunter Statewide "Longitudinal Study . % 1 , 

This study indicates that the picture of a 4 year college student who 
transferred from a community college, stays two years at the senior college, 
obtaining a Bachelor's Degree is also a Highly inaccurate one. After two* 
years at CSULA, only 4% of the Fall 1977 LACC transfers had obtained a 
bachelor's degree. , Two years later (or 4 years after transfer), that percentage 
had *ijy>*eased to 25%, six times the figure after 2 years. 
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
